Mr*  Chairman ,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  on  the  public  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  X966* 

The  population  rose  during  the  year  to  a  total  of  27,730  from  26 , 930 
in  the  previous  year*  This  increase  of  800  persons  is  mainly  associated 
with  the  development  of  the  new  town,  and  the  increase  is  expected  to 
continue  at  a  more  rapid  rate  in  the  years  ahead,  as  the  residential 
development  of  the  new  town  continues* 

The  birth  rate  dropped  slightly  to  1,6 “32  births  per  thousand 
population  (from  16»99  in  the  previous  year; *  The  death  rate  also  dropped 
from  13 e 68  deaths  per  thousand  population  to  12*439  Per  thousand  population* 
I  am  pleased  to  report  that  once  again  there  were  no  deaths  in  association 
with  childbirth o  Although  the  total  number  of  deaths  dropped  from  341  to 
316,  the  number  of  deaths  from  coronary  thrombosis  actually  increased  from 
69  to  83 .  There  were  9  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung,  ail  these  being 
males o  I  have  pointed,  out  in  previous  annual  reports  that  this  disease 
causes  deaths  almost  exclusively  among  men  in  this  district 0  it  is  worth 

remembering  that  many  reports  have  shown  association  between  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  escessive  cigarette  smoking,  and  it  may  be  that  the  smoking  habits 
of  males  in  the  district  are  associated  with  their  death  rate  from  this 
disease*  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths  from 
tuberculosis  during  ne  year,  and  only  3  new  cases  of  this  illness  were 
notified o 

There  was  a  drop  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease, 
this  being  due  to  a  drop  in  the  number  of  measles  cases,  which  were  reduced 
from  257  to  180*  One  unusual  infectious  disease  was  notified,  this  being 
a  case  of  anthrax  occurring  in  a  slaughter  house  worker*  Discussions  were 
held  with  the  Regional  Veterinary  Officer,  and  measures  instituted  at  the 
slaughter  house  to  ensure  that  no  further  cases  occurred*  Ho  other  cases 
did  occur,  and  the  patient  recovered  with  treatment*  Undoubtedly,  this 
man  was  infected  from  an  animal  he  had  handled  in  the  course  of  his  work, 
although  the  actual  source  of  the  infection  was  never  discovered* 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  and 
Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support  in  all  matters  affecting  the 
health  of  the  public,  and  also  to  thank  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  co-operation  and 
assistance  during  the  year*

Tipping  continued  to  take  place  at  East  Cramlington,  Low  Steads  and 
Hartford  as  in  the  previous  year*  As  the  paper  content  of  household  and 
commercial  refuse  continues  to  rise,  so  outbreaks  of  fire  become  more 
frequents  The  tractor  now  employed  was  purchased  from  the  Parks 
Department  and  has  proved  very  useful  in  quelling  small  outbreaks  but  its 
limitations  when  faced  with  an  established  fire  or  the  need  for  the  speedy 
removing  of  clay  or  compacted  material  are  obvious 0 

Consideration  should  be  given  to  the  provision  of  more  suitable 
plant  when  the  present  tractor  becomes  uneconomic*
